Where an opinion is offered it is always that the stores have no 
idea -ffSSm. the title what tin book is about, that the absence of the subtitle omitted 
from the cover accounts for this. And without my address on the book, as it was in Case 
Open, I've gotten much less mail and many fewer calls. But I am getting some and they 
are the most flattering ever. Shat I am still lipring from 0 ase Open is a pleasant sur- 
prise and people are just seeing it for the first time.

just go got it, phoned yesterday to ask if he could come this coining Saturday.Two weeks 
ago, in a four-day period I got fine letters from three h&stfery professors. The week 
before that the letters inducted the liighes FpriasE praises from a law professor wheffV 
Senator Russell's records are on deposit. He followed up on what I'd written by using 
some of that archive for two articlds for a local paper duplicating some of what I wrote, 
•ven a retired FBI agent, after writing that he^iate to have me after him, came from the 
midwest with his wife after reading Case Open.The head of a California security service, 
who write that I am more of a hero than any war hero, is also coming, again after Case Open. 
I got perhaps 500 letters from Case Open and about ten percent of them use that word, W& WL 
"hero." Amazing! So I know what the books could have done with minimal effort. 

Last year I completed the sequel to NEVER AGAIN! It is retyped, rough but clean. 

So also is another, rather short for me. I've three students working now on Mailer's Tales, 
Of the JFK Assassination, well over 100,000 words and not finished. (All three are from 
distant lands and while their commands of English are good, better than good, there is 
much that remains foreign to them so that makes some problems.) 



So, I've been fortunate to be able to^dd to the record for our history as 
long as I have 0 And to be continuing that, with much more than the above on paper. 

Hot a peep from JAM oA the prosecjfcrs or Specter or anyone else this long 
after NKVEtl Ad AIN! went on sale. 

Also not a single review or even mention of which I've heard. 

The book editor of the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette got permissiormto do a story 
on me, not on any of my books. They sent a photograph who spent ha lf a day here and 
then he came with an intern for more than tliat long. But no word of the story so I 
suppose it was killed. 

Or, the more things change the more they remain the same. 

I tliink I know one of the too pages that were dropped after I went over the 
proofs. x t was the one with the picture of the rifle as found. I tliink 1 knoi/ the other 
one but I'm not talcing the time to get the proofs and make the check. If you know and 
can tell me I'd like to be able to tell the serious scholars who are using the book 
so they'll be able to adjust as they use the index, copies of which I'm still dis- 
tributing. At least too history professors and two of sociology ar& using it in their 
own writing. 

If any letters liave been sent to iJ ew York, none has been forwarded. 

So, belatedly, I hope you and Kevin will accept my t hanks for your help.
